Beer high culture is more 
accessible than ever as craft 
brew becomes mainstream

FOR REDEYE 

Ask a true beer aficionado to demonstrate how 
to properly judge a fine brew and he’ll quaff a 
hearty swig of ale. Then he’ll wipe the specks 
of foam from his lips, produce a broad grin and 
offer to buy the next round. 

What did you expect: sniffing, swishing 
and spitting? Not in Chicago, where suds-lov- 
ing connoisseurs are embracing their favorite 
beverage with an unbridled enthusiasm that 
precludes such snobbery, and even casual beer 
drinkers are discovering nuance in their favorite 
libation. 

The palate -pleasing object of their affection: 
craft beer, which loosely is defined as indepen- 
dent or import brew with bolder flavor than 
traditional American brands. 

“I don’t claim to be a beer connoisseur,” 
Megan Backes, 26, of Ukrainian Village told 
RedEve before attending a recent craft beer 
tasting event at Map Room in Wicker Park. “I 
like beer, and I like trying new things.” 

For some of the beer lovers who spoke to 
RedEye, craft brew is fine art in a pint glass; for 
others, such as Backes, it’s an occasional indul- 
gence determined more by mood and availabil- 
ity than flavor and industry cred. 

Backes said she is just as comfortable down- 
ing a Bud at a summer barbecue as sipping a 
hearty hefeweizen at a local pub. 

“All of our friends are pretty accepting,” she 
said. “None of us is that sophisticated.” 

Even at prices that often double those of 
their big-brewery counterparts, craft beers are

“It really helps to learn a little some- 
thing,” said Mosher, whose second book, 
“Tasting Beer,” is scheduled for a March 
2009 release. “It’s so much fun, and it’s 
really great to be able to dive in head- 
long.” 

With that in mind, RedEye starts 
you on the path to beer-buffdom with a 
handful of important words in the beer 
vocabulary Start dropping these dandies 
into casual conversation and you’ll start 
sounding like a brewmaster in no time!

Sales of craft beers, whose experimen- 
tation with a variety of hops, barley and 
exotic flavor infusions help distinguish 
them, were up n percent nationally in 
the first half of this year over the same 
period in 2007, according to the Brewers 
Association, 

The domestic big boys have taken 
notice, 

Budweiser, the yellowish everyman 
brew that is among the nation’s most 
popular (and reviled) beers, is playing up 
its identity as a lager— who knew? — and 
introduced a darker brand, Budweiser 
American Ale, this month to capture a 
piece of the craft beer action. 

Despite the Budweiser name— and the 
debate over whether such a large company 
even can claim to make a craft beer— the 
beer is receiving some positive reviews 
from the beer-drinking elite, 

“This is kind of a new day in beer,” said 
Mark Linsner, president of the Chicago 
Beer Society, a three-decades-old social 
organization that claims a dues-paying 
membership of roughly 500, “If you’re 
trying to get drunk, there are more effi- 
cient ways to do it,” 

Linsner, who gave up macrobrews years 
ago, bristles at the notion that his loyalty 
to craft beer makes him an elitist, liken- 
ing his brew purchases to buying produce 
from a family farm, 

“I certainly drank my share of garbage 
beer,” said Linsner, 36, who lives in the 
west suburb of Brookfield, “You can’t ram 
{personal preferences} down everybody’s 
throat, and you can’t criticize what they 
drink,” 

Linsner’s passion for beer has become 
something of a lifestyle. He estimates he’s 
been to Belgium— “Disneyland for beer 
lovers,” he calls it — a dozen times, and his 
cellar holds a collection of craft beers he 
estimates to be in the hundreds, includ- 
ing a bottle that was brewed in London 
in 1937, 


“I don’t want to die and have anything 
left in that cellar,” he said with a laugh, 
“That’s my beer,” 

For Chicago’s watering holes, craft beer 
is no joke, 

Dominic O’Mahony, a regular craft 
beer drinker who co-owns two Chicago 
bars, said he offers at least 20 beer labels 
in his bars to ensure the high-end beer- 
drinking crowd is comfortable, 

“It’s certainly an image that most bars 
want to have,” said O’Mahony, who co- 
owns The Drum & Monkey in Little 
Italy and Finley Mahony’s in Lakeview “It 
brings in a clientele that wants to spend 
money,” 

O’Mahony estimates that 40 percent 
of his revenues come from beers on 
tap. 

With so much coin at stake, O’Mahony 
wants his bars to be accessible to the 
occasional “prima donna” who wants 
to nurse an Old Speckled Hen, espe- 
cially if he comes with a group of friends 
who will drink three or four Miller Lites 
apiece. 

With other noted beer bars such 
as Paramount Room in River West 
and Hopleaf Bar in Andersonville, 
Chicago is home to a number of craft 
beer destinations, a variety that isn’t 
always readily available in other parts of 
the country, 

Kimberly Austin, 28, once shipped 
beer to herself in advance of a trip to 
Zion, Utah, to ensure her drinking plea- 
sure. 

“I won’t drink bad beer,” the Wicker 
Park resident said recently as she drank 
a St. Bernardus, a Belgian brew, at Map 
Room. 

Across the table, Alicia Vandevusse, 
26, of Hyde Park described herself as 
an all-inclusive beer drinker, even as she 
contentedly worked on a Van Steenberge 
Piraat, another Belgian brew. 

“I just enjoy drinking,” she said, “even 
if it’s not the best beer.”

A hell of a deal

The scene: Nothing says brunch like 
pizza and beer, right? Not usually but 
that’s the case now that pro football 
season’s here. 

We stopped into Wrigleyville’s 
Purgatory Pizza, which offers a $13 — 
“Lucky 13”— all-you-can-eat-and-drink 
Sunday pizza brunch. But get this: We 
were the only customers in the place. 
(Even nearby PS. Bangkok was more 
crowded. Really, people? Thai food for 
lunch on Sunday?) 

But what Purgatory lacked in 
excitement it made up for in calm- 
ness, which says a lot for a place with 
flames painted on the wall, sandwiches 
named after the seven deadly sins and 
less-than-comfortable wooden seats. 

We had all the food and drink we 
could ask for, an attentive server and 
two NFL games and a Cubs game 
on TV, without any of the noise and 
chaos of a crowded sports bar. Try and 
find that anywhere else in Wrigleyville. 

The cuisine: Outside of the res- 
taurant a sign says, “Ask server for 



details,” and you’ll probably wind up 
doing that over and over again. We 
were confused for most of our meal, as 
our server gave us little information, 
telling us sandwiches and salads ($5.95- 
$8.95) are offered if the chef is in the 
right mood and that we had to share 
large pizzas and could only get three 
toppings. (We found out later that you 
can pay more for extra toppings and 
that sandwiches/salads are available, 
but not with brunch. Also, if you go in 
alone, you can start with a medium.) 
You can order more pizzas and take 
leftovers home, as long as you clean 
your plate from the previous round. 

So, our food: The outer portion of 



the thin-but-not-too-thin crust was 
pretty overcooked/ashy, which made 
us wonder if maybe Purgatory’s taking 
this pizza-near-hell thing too far. 

But the toppings on our eggplant, 
spinach and roasted red pepper pie 
were well proportioned and very tasty, 
and it was no trouble for our table 
of two to finish pie No. 1 and order 
another. The 6 -cheese blend that 
comes on all pies was terrific, as was 
the second-pizza combo of cheddar, 
barbecue sauce and, yes, brisket. Note: 
The jalapenos were some of the spici- 


est we’ve had. 

Drinks: Unfortunately Purgatory 
doesn’t incorporate adjacent Risque 
Cafe’s incredible beer list into its 
brunch, but it features some respect- 
able drafts (including 312 and Point) 
that should expand your football- 
watching drinks beyond Miller Light. 

PS. During Bears games, Purgatory 
offers a separate $5 all-you-can-eat 
pizza and pasta buffet from halftime 
until the end of the game.

TRY TO FOLLOW CIA agent Os- 
borne’s (John Malkovich’s) confi- 
dential memoirs fall into the hands 
of bumbling gym employees Chad

strange characters. When it’s funny, 
it’s really funny, with the biggest joke 
of all that a complex governmental 
ordeal doesn’t add up to anything 
when everyone involved is clueless 
and in over their heads. 

BOTTOM LINE The Coens can 
certainly do better than “Burn 
After Reading,” which compulsively 
devolves into violent behavior and 
fails to focus on any characters for 
long enough to really take sides or 
sympathize with anyone. But this 
tale of internal “intelligence” that’s 
not intelligent at all boasts perfect, 
hysterical performances (particularly 
from Pitt, Clooney and Jenkins).

Huberman introduces 
Brown Line cars 
with fewer seats

The CTA will begin running one Brown Line 
train during the Friday afternoon rush that 
has some of the seats removed on the last two 
cars. 

The pilot project, controversial among 
riders, is an attempt to jam more people onto 
crowded trains, especially during rush hours 
when some commuters are left standing 
on station platforms. CTA ridership has 
experienced substantial ridership gains this 
year with the rise in gasoline prices. 

The transit agency originally planned to 
eliminate all seats in some cars, but engineering 
tests determined that removing all of them 
would create safety and operational problems, 
said CTA President Ron Huberman. A fully 
loaded rail car is designed to carry up to 22,500 
pounds. Removing all the seats and filling the 
car with 125 or more passengers would exceed 
that limit, officials said. 

The new cars are operating first on the 
Brown Line, but the experiment could be 
expanded to other lines, officials said. Initially, 
only two of the high-capacity cars will be in 
operation. Four other cars will be retrofitted 
shortly More will be retrofitted as the CTA 
evaluates the program’s effectiveness and 
decides whether to expand it to other rail lines, 
officials said. 

At the Kimball Station at the end of the 
Brown Line on the Northwest Side, Huberman 
unveiled the experimental cars in which 12 to 


14 seats have been removed and more hanger 
straps and grab bars added. The cars originally 
had 39 seats. 

Riders can identify the cars with reduced 
seating by new markings on the train exterior 
that say “MAX HIGH CAPACITY CAR.” 

Under the old configuration, as many as 90 
passengers could ride in one car in very crowded 
conditions. With the new configuration, that 
number would rise to about 115. The calculation 
was based on an average passenger weight of 
175 pounds, officials said. 

The majority of the extra standing room is 
near the train doors. Most of the seats that 
remain face either forward or backward, but 


some continue to face the aisle. 

The cost of the retrofit is about $10,000 
per car, officials said, adding that most of the 
cost involved altering the suspension system 
to prevent the cars from swaying too much in 
either direction. 

CTA managers were going to ride the Brown 
Line train with reduced seating and will be on 
board to monitor conditions and talk to pas- 
sengers, Huberman said. 

“One of the things they will be looking at is 
whether the grab handles have been put in the 
right place,” he said. 

About 400 new rail cars are on order, but 
will not be delivered for several years.

The memorial wall, which will stand 
about 14 feet high and 35 feet long, will 
have a stained glass window meant 
to recall Wrigle/s green scoreboard. 
There will be room for about 280 urns, 
and Mascari said he hopes to expand 
with an entire outfield if all goes well 
with center field. 

The home run burial option will cost 
$5,000, Mascari said, with the single, 
double and triple options going for less.

Palin says 
she’s ready 
to serve 

FT. WAINWRIGHT, Alaska In her first televised 
interview since being named to the GOP ticket, 
Sarah Palin says she’s ready to be president if 
called upon. However, she sidestepped questions 
on whether she had the national security creden- 
tials needed to be commander in chief. 

Republican presidential candidate John McCain 
has defended his running mate’s qualifications, 
citing her command of the Alaska National Guard 
and Alaska’s proximity to Russia. 

In the interview broadcast Thursday, Palin 
sought to defend her qualifications to assume one 
of the most powerful jobs in the world. But she 
struggled with foreign policy, unable to describe 
President Bush’s doctrine of pre-emptive strikes 
against threatening nations and acknowledging 
she’s never met a foreign head of state. 

Palin, 44, has been Alaska’s governor for less 
than two years and before that was a small-town 
mayor. 

Asked whether those were sufficient creden- 
tials, Palin said: “It is about reform of government 
and it’s about putting government back on the 
side of the people, and that has much to do with 
foreign policy and national security issues.” She 
said she brings expertise in making the country 
energy independent as a former chairman of the 
Alaska Oil and Gas Conservation Commission. 

She also said Russia’s attack into Georgia last 
month was “unprovoked.” Asked to clarify that 
she’d support going to war over Georgia, she 
said: “Perhaps so.”
